NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 16tb April 1968 

S.R.O. No. RE. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1967 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the followin*; 
regulations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964. published with the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O 22E, dated the 19th February, 
196^ namely — 

1, These regulations may be calLd the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service 
and Miscellaneous (Third Amendment) Regulations, 1S68. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regula¬ 
tions, 1964, in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 2''8, after the first proviso, the 
following further proviso shall he inserted, namely;— 

"Provided further that in the case of an ex-serviceman other than a pen¬ 
sioner, who is an ex-sailor, no audit report as afoie.said shall be 
necessary,” 
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
